The situation is one that the. 
average Citizen is finding it hard 
to understand, and it is said that 
a movement will be matte by 
various local bodies to find out 
exactly what is underneath the 
proposition and bring matters to 
a showdown.

SIMPLE-LIFING AGAIN 


You remember how ‘‘The Sim- 
ple Life,’’ by Pastor Wagoner, 
stirred you and every one else 
fifteen years ago? 

Europe is living the simple life 
now. In every country there it 
has become as institutional as it 
was in England under the Puri- 
tan commonwealth, as it was in 
New England when the ‘‘biue 
laws’? were being enacted and 
enforced. 

We all discover in ourselves at 
times—particularly in the spring 
time—a longing for the simple 
life. Tt was what Rousseau ad- 
vacated in his return to nature 
and what Theocritus and Bion 
sang to the too sophisticated 
Alexanderine Greeks. Every one 
of us is galled by the complexity 
of his existence in the state of 
civilization. We rebel, would seek 
the wild, would get ourselves 
onto a farm, would shed our 
wants and weduce existence to 
the minimum terms. 

But practically we find the sim- 
ple life difficult to come at, even. 
if it can be had at all. When 
Rousseau lived in a garden close 
to nature, the garden was a 
French one, the creation of a high 
art, and his simple life was pos- 
sible by the courtesy of his high- 
born patroness, the duchess. 

Horace sang the simple life 
upon the Sabine farm. That se- 
questered nook was near Rome, 
to which, when Horace grew bor- 
ed, he journeyed and became the 
guest of the rich and influentian 
Maecenas, Also the bard had 
big house, for his day, and a 
cellar well stocked with old Fal- 
ernian and choice Hellenic vin- 
tages. Besides, the classical sim- 
ple-lifer was always entertaining 
wits from the city, ana on the 
Sabine farm was Lalage who, i 
we are to believe him, no 
milkmaid beauty. These things 
avrdly comport with the simple 
life. 

Kosseau went back to nature to 
yratify his exquisite sensibility. 
He culled the flowers and wept 
over them. He wept over a dead 
bird as Robert Burns did over a 
mouse’s broken nest. Both were 
‘Jose to nature, but not the sort 
that Buffalo Bill and Kit Car- 
son knew.
